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Th?  shutdown  of  swine  flu 
inoculation  centers  spread  to  a  ninth 
state  on  Wednesday  as  medical 
authorities  said  they  did  not  want  to 
take  any  chances  until  they  knew 
exactly  what  caused  the  deaths  of 
elderly  persons  in  six  states. 

Health  officials  stressed  that  there 
was  no  known  connection  between  the 
11  deaths  and  the  $135  million 
vaccination  program  that  started  less 
than  two  weeks  ago. 

Eight  states  temporarily  stopped 
giving  the  shots  almost  immediately 
after  the  announcement  on  Tuesday 
that  three  people  had  died  in 
Pittsburgh  after  receiving  flu  shots.  By 
midday  Wednesday,  Michigan,  where 
three  people  also  died  after  getting 
inoculations,  had  joined  the  list  and 
there  were  local  or  county  suspensions 
in  at  least  five  other  states. 

“I’m  not  taking  any  chances,”  said 
Dr.  Joseph  Qiag,  health  director  of 
Santa  Cruz  County  in  California,  who 
halted  the  immunization  program. 
Alameda  County  also  postponed  its 
vaccination  program,  which  had  been 
scheduled  to  begin  Tuesday,  but  other 
areas  went  ahead  with  the  shots. 

All  of  the  Pittsburgh  victims  received 
inoculations  from  one  particular  batch 
of  vaccine.  So  did  a  man  who  died  in 
Florida  and  authorities  in  several  states 
stopped  using  vaccine  from  the  same 
lot. 

Parke-Davis  &  Co.  of  Detroit,  which 
manufactured  the  batch  involved ,  said : 
“Scientific  evidence  confirms  that  the 
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They  were  given  a  two-week  period  to 
allow  for  public  comment,  according  to 
Melvin  Tiemann,  president  of  the  committee.

He  reviewed  specific  parts  of  the 
proposal  in  his  talk,  saying  that  the 
zoning  laws  would  constitute  “an  act 
of  plunder.” 

He  referred  to  parts  of  the  proposal 
that  would  increase  the  amount  of  land 
needed  to  obtain  a  building  permit  as 
discriminatory. 

“I  feel,  in  some  ways,  that  this 
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governments  from  January  1977 
through  September  1980'.

47  per  cent  and  Ford  45  per  cent,  with 
2  per  cent  favoring  other  candidates 
and  6  per  cent  undecided. 

Gallup  said,  “We  are  making  a  new 
poll,  but  the  figures  aren’t  all  in  yet.” 
He  said  some  early  returns  from  the 
new  poll  show  Carter  regaining  some  of 
the  ground  he  had  lost.

The  Center  for  Disease  Control  in 
Atlanta  said  samples  of  the  batch 
involved  —  lot  No.  A913339A  —  would 
be  tested  at  the  Bureau  of  Biologies  in 
Rockville,  Md. 

Some  authorities  expressed  concern 
that  publicity  about  the  deaths  could 


derail  the  program,  which  is  designed 
to  vaccinate  up  to  200  million 
Americans.  They  noted  that  all  of  the 
victims  were  elderly  and  most  had  a 
history  of  heart  trouble. 

It  is  this  very  group  of  people  which 
is  considered  most  prone  to  the  swine 
flu  and  therefore  is  being  inoculated 
first,  usually  with  a  special 
combination  vaccine  to  guard  against 
not  only  the  swine  flu  strain,  but  also 
the  A-Victoria  strain. 

Officials  said  most  of  the  half-million 
persons  who  had  ■  been  vaccinated  by 


Tuesday  had  been  65  or  older. 

Dr.  J.  Donald  Millar,  director  of  the 
bureau  of  state  services  of  the  Center 
for  Disease  Control,  said,  “The 
program  will  come  to  a  screeching 
halt”  if  reports  linking  the  vaccinations 
to  the  deaths  continue.  “The  continued 
emphasis  on  what  is  an  expected 
phenomenon ...  is  going  to  have  a 
deleterious  effect  on  the  program.” 

The  shots  are  available  free  at  public 
clinics,  with  the  government 
underwriting  the  cost. 


discriminates  between  landowners  and 
lower-income  families,”  Dunn  said. 

The  proposal  would  require  that 
landowners  have  50  acres  of  land  as  a 
ho  me  site  before  building.  Present 
requirements  are  only  20  acres  per 
homesite  in  mountain  and  grazing 
areas. 

County  Planning  Director  Harold 
Paulos  said  that  this  would  discourage 
development  and  keep  the  watershed 
healthy.

Dunn  stated  in  the  Tuesday  night 
meeting  that  other  parts  of  the 
ordinance  were  “dangerous.”  He 
quoted  from  the  ordinance,  showing 
parts  that  the  committee  disagrees 
with. 

“Our  representatives  in  government 
are  asking  us  to  turn  over  to  them  the 
right  to  control  our  property,”  Dunn 
said. 

“If  this  ordinance  is  passed,  the 
county  would  become  a  Big  Brother 
partner  to  you  without  buying  their 
way  in,”  he  added. 

The  citizens  also  heard  from  Snell 
Olsen,  a  Spanish  Fork'  sheep  rancher. 
Olsen  said  that  the  proposed  ordinance 
would  not  benefit  the  farmers  of  the 
area.

Elderiy  Utah  man  dies 
two  days  after  flu  shot 


A  67-year-old  Utah  man  has  died, 
two  days  after  receiving  an 
innoculation  for  swine  flu,  according  to 
Dr.  Taira  Fukushima,  director  of 
disease  prevention  for  the  State  of 
Utah. 

However,  Fukushima  said,  there  is  no 
evidence  that  the  vaccine  was  the  cause 
of  death. 

Fukushima  said  Wednesday  that  the 
elderly  man,  whose  name  is  being 
withheld  by  authorities,  died  of  a 
ruptured  artery  in  the  abdomen.  He 
said  that  the  death  could  have  occurred 
just  as  easily  before  receiving  the  shot 
as  it  could  have  after. 

F  ukushima  said  that  it  was  not 
related  to  the  deaths  of  three  elderly 
Pittsburgh  residents  who  died  following 
inoculations  earlier  in  the  week. 

The  man  has  had  a  history  of  heart 
disease,  he  said. 

“We  don’t  consider  that  to  be  a 
vaccine  reaction,”  Fukushima  said. 

Fukushima  said  that  part  of  the  same 
lot  of  vaccine  that  was  used  in 


Pittsburgh  at  the  time  of  the  deaths  has 
been  shipped  to  Utah  but  has  been 
recalled. 

“We  are  doing  it  just  as  a 
precautionary  measure  to  keep  the 
vaccine  out,”  he  said. 

Fukushima  said  that  1,600  vaccine 
doses  of  the  10,000  received  by  the 
state  had  been  shipped  out  to  four 
counties  in  the  state. 

That  vaccine  is  being  recalled,  he 
said. 

Fukushima  said  that  undoubtedly 
some  of  the  lot  has  been  injected,  but 
he  sees  no  cause  for  alarm.  No  ill 
effects  have  been  reported  from  the 
vaccine,  he  stated. 

He  declined  to  reveal  which  of  Utah’s 
counties  received  the  vaccine,  but  said 
that  he  thought  that  Utah  County  was 
not  one  of  them. 


The  states  of  Louisiana  and 
Wisconsin  joined  with  Allegheny 
County  in  Pennsylvania  in  temporarily 
halting  their  inoculation  programs 
Tuesday. 


Opinions  vary  on  BBB  need 


Opinions  about  the  need  of  a  Better  Business  Bureau 
(BBB)  in  Provo  differ  among  ASBYU  officers,  the 
administration  and  the  Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

ASBYU  Pres.  Randy  Sloat  said  he  feels  it  is  a  worthwhile 
thing  but  that  the  decision  to  establish  a  BBB  is  up  to  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  So  far  the  President’s  Office  has  not 
pursued  the  project,  but  turned  it  over  to  the  Ombudsman. 

“The  President’s  Office  isn’t  supposed  to  be  a  consumer 
protection  agency  to  students,”  Sloat  said.  “There  are  a 
number  of  things  we  are  working  on  besides  a  BBB.” 

Sloat  said  he  is  primarily  concerned  with  consumer 
protection  on  campus  but  not  with  the  establishment  of  a 
BBB  for  the  community.  He  noted  that  former  ASBYU 
Pres.  Bob  Henrie  ran  on  a  platform  of  consumer  protection 
which  in  effect  started  a  BBB  “fad.” 

“I  think  a  lot  of  things  need  to  be  considered  and  more 
research  needs  to  be  done,”  Sloat  said.  “Just  because  Bob 
Henrie  felt  we  needed  a  BBB  doesn’t  mean  we  actually  need 
one.” 

Sloat  said  he  plans  to  contact  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
through  student  liaison  Mark  Harmon  and  run  a  study  on 
the  need  for  a  BBB. 

ASBYU  Ombudsman  Ken  Plant  said  that  he  was  advised 
by  the  administration  not  to  push  the  establishment  of  a 
BBB.  “We  can  encourage  the  community  along  those  lines, 
but  that  is  all  we  can  do,”  he  said.  The  Ombudsman  Office 


functions  primarily  as  a  BBB  for  BYU  students.  Plant 
explained. 

“There  is  a  definite  need  for  a  BBB  of  some  sort  in  the 
Provo-Orem  community,”  Plant  said.  He  said  that  the 
Ombudsman  Office  receives  twice  as  many  consumer 
complaints  than  any  other  type  of  complaint. 

David  R.  Lyon,  assistant  director  of  community  affairs  in 
the  Office  of  University  Relations,  said  establishment  of  a 
BBB  does  not  have  community  support  because  of  the 
expense  of  maintaining  one. 

A  representative  of  the  BBB  in  Salt  Lake  City  estimated 
that  a  BBB  in  Provo  with  one  full-time  employe  and  one 
part-time  secretary  would  cost  the  community  $25,000  a 
year,  Lyon  said. 

“I  think  both  the  consumer  and  the  merchant  would  be 
resistant  to  paying  $25,000  a  year  for  a  service  that  can 
already  be  handled,”  Lyon  said.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  the  Ombudsman  Office  are  already  avenues  for 
consumer  complaints,  he  said. 

Gordon  Bullock,  manager  of  Provo’s  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  said  his  office  doesn’t  have  time  to  function  as  a 
BBB.  He  plans  to  propose  the  re-establishment  of  the  Better 
Business  Affairs  Committee  (BBAC)  before  the  chamber’s 
board  of  directors  next  Wednesday;  The  BBAC  was  a  pilot 
program  established  under  Bob  Henrie’s  administration  to 
handle  consumer  complaints  for  the  students  and  the 
community.

Sirens  wailed  at  dawn  for  the  first 
time  this  year  to  alert  the  60,000 
residents  of  the  city’s  historic  center 
of  approaching  “high  water.”

BEIRUT,  Lebanon  -  A  Syrian 
armored  brigade  battered  Palestinian 
guerrilla  and  leftist  Lebanese  positions 
outside  Beirut  in  a  two-pronged 
offensive  Wednesday  that  upset  Arab 
League  efforts  for  peace. 

The  assault  on  the  approaches  to 
Beirut,  behind  a  heavy  artillery  and 
rocket  barrage,  came  24  hours  after 
Syrian  forces  moved  against  the 
southern  port  city  of  Sidon. 

The  guerrillas  and  leftists  held  to 
their  forward  positions  at  Bhamdoun, 
a  mountain  resort  town  12  miles  east 
of  the  capital,  resisting  Syrian  tank 
assaults  from  three  directions. 

The  Palestinian  perrilla  commander 
at  Bhamdoun  said  the  Syrians  are 
trying  to  push  through  to  Beirut 
before  an  Arab  summit  meeting 
scheduled  for  Oct.  18  in  Cairo.  “They 
will  try  and  finish  us  in  five  days,”  he 
said,  “but  they  will  fail.”

Feminists  form  bookstore 
for  new  children's  books 


DBS  MOINES,  Iowa  (AP)  -  “A 
Mind  of  Your  Own”  is  one 
bookstore  where  little  girls  don’t 
play  with  dolls  and  Mommy  isn’t 
always  home  while  Daddy  works. 

Instead,  the  children’s  books 
the  store  carries  picture  girls  with 
wrenches  or  fixing  pipes.  Boys  do 
the  cooking. 

“We  tried  to  choose  books  that 
offered  children  more  options,” 
said  Bill  Anderson,  a  day-care 
worker  who  volunteers  at  the 
nonprofit  store.

In  selecting  books,  staffers  look 
for  those  that  don’t  stereotype 
women  and  for  books  written  by 
women  about  their  experiences, 
said  Joyce  Drury,  coordinator  of 
elderly  services  for  Iowa  Children 
and  Family  Services. 

Thq  stpre  carries,  a  wide 
selection  of  fiction  and  poetry.  It 


also  offers  medical  and 
sociological  literature,  with  books 
on  natural  childbirth,  abortion 
and  battered  wives. 

But  children’s  books  are  the 
fastest -selling,  said  Ms.  Drury.  So 
far,  customers  have  reacted 
favorably  to  the  store,  she  said. 
“A  lot  come  in  just  to  visit,  and  to 
talk  about  the  women’s 
movement.” 

None  of  the  nearly  50  men  and 
women  involved  in  the  bookstore 
have  been  in  the  business  before, 
said  Ms.  Brunk.  Each  of  them 
contributed  $50  or  50  hours  of 
work  to  help  get  the  store  opened 
three  weeks  ago.  Day-to-day 
affairs  are  handled  by  a  12-person 
policy-making  board.

They  don’t  have  Social  Security  numbers,  union 
cards,  or  take  work  breaks,  but  the  two  new 
computers  recently  added  to  BYU’s  Technology 
Department  are  a  part  of  the  labor  force. 

They  will  provide  the  BYU  Technology 
Department,  which  has  long  been  recognized  as  one 
of  the  leading  schools  in  advanced  technology  in  the 
nation,  with  the  first  computer-aided  design  and 
manufacturing  program  of  its  kind  in  the  United 
States. 

When  the  hookup  is  completed,  the  computers  will 
be  able  to  provide  a  demonstration,  laboratory  for 
automated  processing  in  which  the  computer  decides 
what  parts  are  needed  for  a  specific  machine,  how  to 
make  the  parts,  and  then  makes  them. 

However,  Dr.  Dell  K.  Allen,  associate  professor  of 
technology  who  is  in  charge  of  the  computer-aided 
manufacturing  lab,  doesn’t  have  time  to  worry  about 
such  trivia.  He’s  too  busy  trying  to  loose  ends  to> 
make  sure  BYU’s  technology  graduates  are  prepared’ 
for  the  advanced  technology  careers  of  the  future.  ^ 

“The  field  is  becoming  increasingly  sophisticated,” 
Dr.  Allen  said.  “Since  there  isn’t  time  for.  these 
graduates  to  learn  how  to  apply  these  advanced 
systems  when  they  are  on  the  shop  floor,  they  must 
know  when  they  leave  the  university.” 

“I’ve  traveled  to  many  countries  to  observe 
technology  programs,”  Dr.  Allen  said.  “I’ve  seen  labs 
like  this  in  Belgium,  Norway,  and  England.  But  you 
can  count  on  your  fingers  the  number  of  schools  in 
this  country  which  are  doing  something  about 
educating  and  training  students  for  these  new 
sophisticated  jobs  in  technology.” 

The  new  computer  system  works  in  what  Dr.  Allen 
calls  a  simple  three-step  process:  1.  computer-aided 


design,  2.  computer-aided  process  planning,  and  3. 
computer-aided  production. 

In  the  first  step,  computer-aided  design  which  is 
headed  by  BYU  faculty  members  Wilford  J.  Tolman 
and  E.  Max  Raisor,  the  computer  analyzes  the 
problem  and  then  draws  a  picture  of  the  machine  part 
needed. 

In  the  second  step,  computer-aided  process 
planning,  the  computer  decides  how  to  make  the 
part.  Will  it  be  machined,  precision  cast,  or  made  by 
some  other  process?  If  it  is  to  be  machined  the 
computer  decides  which  machine  to  use,  taking  into 
consideration  the  availability  of  the  machine  and  the 
economics. 

After  all  the  decisions  are  made,  the  computer  then 
conveys  the  instructions  on  how  to  make  the  machine 
part  to  the  processing  computer.  This  is  the  third 
step,  the  computer-aided  production.  In  this  step,  the 
computer  not  only  makes  the  part  but,  is  also 
constantly  alert  to  unforeseen  variations,  such  as  tool 
wear  or  changes  in  material  properties.  This  is  called 
adaptive  control. 

“The  U.S.  is  losing  out  on  productivity  because 
we’re  not  using  the  latest  technology  available,”  he 
said,  noting  that  though  a  single  piece  of  equipment 
capable  of  computer-aided  production  may  cost  a 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars,  it  will  increase 
productivity  300  to  400  per  cent. 

Dr.  Allen  said  people  tend  to  underestimate  the 
importance  of  manufacturing  to  this  country. 

“We  wouldn’t  have  anything  without 
manufacturing,”  he  said.  “Manufacturing  is  the  chief 
industry  in  the  United  States.  It  employs  one-fourth 
of  the  labor  force  and  brings  in  one-third  of  the  gross 
national  product.”

The  multi-million  dollar  facility  was 
scheduled  for  completion  this  month, 
but  the  date  will  probably  be  extended , 
according  to  Douglas  P.  Bush,  assistant 
director  of  the  Library  in  charge  of 
public  relations. 

Now  in  its  final  stages,  the  new 
addition  adds  225,000  square  feet  of 
space  to  the  library.  The  number  of 
group  study  rooms  increased  from  four 
to  35. 

Students  now  find  the  Learning 
Resource  Center  can  accommodate  300 
people  at  its  machines.  Current 
Periodicals  have  been  separated  from 
the  Reserve  Library,  offering  more 
seating  to  students.  The  faculty 
research  room  can  now  handle  some 
140  people,  compared  to  only  40  in 
the  old  library. 

The  seating  arrangement  on  each 
floor  has  been  changed  to  facilitate 
studying.  The  tables  in  long  rows  have 
been  separated,  and  hundreds  of  new 
carrels  installed.  A  large  study  area  has 
been  opened  on  the  third  floor  for 
students. 

The  library  can  now  hold  4,800 
students  as  opposed  to  only  2,500 
before  the  addition.  The  south 
stairway,  entrance  and  elevators  are 
open  and  ready  for  student  use. 

Dedication  ceremonies  are  being 
planned  for  after  the  first  of  the  year 
by  committees  from  the  library  and 
University  Relations,  said  Bush.

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Salary  ratings  put 
Anchorage  second 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Good  salaries  paid  to 
workers  on  the  Alaskan  oil  pipeline  apparently  were  a 
factor  in  catapulting  Anchorage,  Alaska,  into  second 
place  among  metropolitan  areas  ranked  according  to 
income,  the  government  reports. 

The  figures,  which  cover  1974,  are  used  by  the 
government  to  determine  an  area’s  eligibility  for 
income  support  programs,  revenue  sharing  and  other 
federal  aid. 

According  to  the  report  released  Tuesday,  the 
Bridgeport  Stamford-Norwalk-Danbury  area  of 
Connecticut  remains  the  nation’s  richest  metropolitan 
area  with  an  average  annual  personal  income  of 
$7,781  per  capita,  an  increase  of  9.1  per  cent  over 
1973. 

The  average  per  capita  income  for  Anchorage 
amounted  to  $7,159  for  1974,  an  increase  of  22.9  per 
cent.  It  had  been  14th  among  metropolitan  areas  in 
1973.  The  Commerce  Department,  which  released  the 
figures,  gave  no  explanation  for  the  surge,  but  the 
change  was  said  to  reflect  at  least  in  part  the  start  of 
work  on  the  Alaskan  pipeline  and  the  relatively  high 
pay  for  construction  workers  on  the  project. 

M  cAllen-Pharr-Edinburg,  Tex.,  took  over  from 


Laredo,  Tex.,  as  the  metropolitan  area  m  the  survey 
with  the  lowest  per  capita  personal  income.  McAllen 
ranked  261st  at  $2,857,  an  increase  of  2.5  per  cent 
over  the  previous  year.  Laredo  moved  ahead  of 
McAllen  with  a  per  capita  annual  personal  income  of 
$2,960,  an  increase  of  9.5  per  cent  over  a  year  earlier. 

The  rankings  do  not  take  into  account  the  differing 
costs  of  living  around  the  country.  In  Anchorage  and 
Stamford,  for  example,  living  costs  are  higher  than 
they  are  in  the  McAllen  area. 

The  Bridgeport  area’s  income  was  43  per  cent 
above  the  national  per  capita  personal  income  of 
$5,449,'  which  had  been  reported  earlier  by  the 
Commerce  Department;  The  national  average  was  an 
advance  of  8.5  per  cent  over  1973. 

Aside  from  Bridgeport  and  Anchorage,  other  areas 
in  the  top  10  for  1974  were  Washington,  D.C.,  with 
average  annual  per  capita  income  of  $7,102,  up  9.4 
per  cent  over  1973;  Nassau-Suffolk,  N.Y.,  $7,084,  up 
7.9  per  cent;  San  Francisco-Oakland,  $7,030,  up  10.8 
per  cent;  Newark,  N.J.,  $6,861,  up  9.7  per  cent; 
Chicago,  $6,780,  up  10.1  per  cent;  New  York  $6,668, 
up  9  per  cent;  West  Palm  Beach-Boca  Raton,  Fla., 
$6,622,  up  6.5  per  cent,  and  Reno,  Nev.,  $6,620,  up 
3.6  per  cent. 


Jurors  scoff  insanity  plea 


'He's  crazy...not  insane' 


HACKENSACK,  N.J.  (AP)  -  Some  jurors  who 
convicted  Joseph  Kallinger  of  murder  say  they  didn’t 
believe  Kallinger  was  insane  when  he  went  on  his 
crime  spree.  One  juror  said  the  insanity  plea  “made 
me  lau^.’’ 

The  jury  took  six  votes  —  one  on  each  of  the  five 
charges  and  one  on  the  insanity  question  —  and 
reached  a  unanimous  first-ballot  decision  on  each 
charge. 

Kallinger,  39,  convicted  Tuesday  of  the  stabbing 
death  of  Maria  Fasching,  21,  of  Leonia,  N.J.,  is  to  be 
sentenced  Thursday  by  Superior  Court  Justice 
Thomas  Dalton.  The  charge,  under  New  Jersey  law.

carries  a  mandatory  life  sentence. 

One  of  the  jurors,  Joseph  Fragala,  said  insanity 
testimony  by  defense  psychiatrists  had  no  impact  “on 
everybody  I  talked  to.” 

“I  just  went  by  what  the  witnesses  said,”  Fragala,  a 
telephone  company  worker,  told  reporters  outside 
the  motel  where  the  jury  had  been  sequestered  for  22 
days. 

Testimony  by  psychiatrists  that  Kallinger  was  insane 
in  1972  was  rejected,  Fragala  said,  “because  we  didn’t 
care  what  he  was  like  in  1972.  We  just  went  by  what 
he  did  in  1975.” 

He  said  tearful  testimony  by  occupants  of  the 
house  KalMnger  invaded  was  vivid  and  convincing  and 
that  their  account  of  the  crime  influenced  the  jury 
the  most. 

Another  juror,  Joseph  Baeli,  said,  “I  think  he’s 
crazy,  but  he’s  not  insame;  it  made  me  laugh  -  it  was 
just  an  act.” 

After  three  weeks  of  testimony  by  42  witnesses,  it 
took  the  jury  less  than  two  hours  to  reject  Kallinger’s 
insanity  defense. 

Kallinger  was  convicted  of  forcing  his  way  into  a 
Leonia  home  on  Jan.  8,  1975,  binding  and  robbing  six 
women,  a  child  and  a  man,  and  fatally  stabbing  Miss 
Fasching  when  she  began  fighting  him. 

Kallinger  already  is.serving  a  30-to  80-year  sentence 
for  terrorizing  four  women  at  Harrisburg,  Pa,  His  son 
Michael,  14,  is  serving  an  open-ended  sentence  in 
Pennsylvania  for  accompanying  his  father  on  the 
spree. 

Kallinger  stood  expressionless  when,  the  verdicts 
were  announced  and  looked  at  jury  forewoman  Anne 
Lukowiak  as  she  read  the  verdicts. 

The  jurors,  who  had  been  guarded  from  news  about 
the  case,  were  unaware  Kallinger  had  tried  to  kill 
himself  twice  during  the  trial. 


Tax  forms 
to  face  delay 

WASHINGTON  (AP) 
—  Changes  in  the  federal 
ill  CO  me  tax  code  will 
delay  the  mailing  of  the 
basic  tax  forms  used  by 
most  citizens  this  year. 

The  forms  will  come 
two  weeks  later  than 
usual  this  year,  in 
January  instead  of 
December,  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  said 
Wednesday. 

Traditionally,  the  IRS 
mails  out  Form  1040  and 
1040A  tax  packages  at 
Christmas  time.  The 
1040  is  the  long  form 
used  by  people  who 
itemize  deductions  and 
have  other  special 
deductions  for  income. 
The  1040A  package  is 
the  short  form  used  by 
people  who  take  the 
standard  deductions. 

But  the  IRS  said  the 
packages  will  be  delayed 
due  to  the  changes  in  the 
tax  code  contained  in  the 
bill  signed  recently  by 
President  Ford.

1940  'Grapes  of  Wrath' 


One  of  John  Steinbecks’s  greatest 
novels  will  be  brought  to  life  when 
John  Ford’s  cinematic  masterpiece 
“The  Grapes  of  Wrath”  is  aired  on 
_  Channel  1  I’s  “Movie  Milestones” 
Friday  at  7  p.m.  and  repeated  Saturday 
at  10:30  p.m. 

When  it  was  released  in  1940,  “The 
Grapes  of  Wrath”  received  two 
Academy  Awards  for  best  director  and 
best  supporting  actress  and  an  obscure 
actor  by  the  name  of  Henry  Fonda  was 
launched  to  fame  for  his  starring  role  as 
Tom  Joad. 

The  film  portrays  the  odyssey  of  the 
poverty-stricken  Joad  family  as  they 
make  their  way  from  the  Dust  Bowl  to 


the  “promised  land”  of  California. 

Critic  Edmund  Wilson  has  called  the 
structure  of  Steinbeck’s  novel 
“cinematic”  -  so  that  when  it  came 
time  to  make  the  movie,  he  said,  all 
they  had  to  do  was  “pour”  it  onto  the 
screen. 

There  are  many  unforgettable  scenes: 
The  nostalgic  return  of  Tom  Joad  to 
the  family  homestead  from  prison;  his 
dramatic  meeting  with  Casey,  the 
preacher  who  has  lost  his  religion  (John 
Carradine);  the  beautiful  moment  in 
which  the  mother  (Jane  Darwell)  burns 
the  letters  and  postcards  that  are  her 
mementos  of  happier  days  on  the  night 
before  the  family  departs. 


Possibly  the  most  moving  scene  is  the 
eloquent  farewell  between  Tom  and  his 
mother  in  which  he  explains  that  he 
must  leave  the  family  because  he  has 
found  his  mission  in  life. 

Twenty  years  after  “The  Grapes  of 
Wrath”  was  released,  John  Steinbeck 
viewed  the  film  again  and  stated,  “It’s  a 
wonderful  picture,  just  as  good  as  it 
ever  was.  It  doesn’t  look  dated,  and 
very  few  people  have  ever  made  a 
better  one.  ...” 

Each  Friday  night  at  7  p.m.  and 
Saturday  at  10:30  p.m.  “Movie 
Milestones”  will  continue  to  present 
films  chosen  from  among  the  classics  of 
the  industry. 


'Punk'  rock 
sound  gains 
in  popularity 


NBC  series  criticized 


For  The  Associated  Press 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  -  In  an 
unprecedented  action,  CBS  has 
formally  beefed  about  NBC’s  wartime 
series  “Baa  Baa  Black  Sheep,”  calling  it 
“inappropriate’’  for  the 
“family-viewing”  hour  in  which  it 
appears. 

Nay,  says  NBC,  the  series  is  quite 
appropriate.”  A  “Baa  Baa”  executive 
says  CBS  just  got  mean  because  “Baa 
Baa”  was  beating  the  competing  Tony 
Orlando  show.  CBS  strongly  denies 
such  a  motive. 

The  whole  thing  started  last  week 
when  CBS  filed  its  complaint  with 
National  Association  of  Broadcasters 
TV  code  officials,  whose  “family 
viewing”  rule  went  into  effect  in 
September  1975. 


C  BS ,  which  initially  pushed  the 
“family  viewing”  concept,  thus  became 
the  first  network,  according  to  the 
NAB,  to  accuse  another  network  of 
stepping  beyond  the  Sanitary  Divide  in 
program  content. 

CBS  said  the  first  two  episodes  of 


“Baa  Baa”  were  inappropriate  —  CBS 
censor  Van  Gordon  Sauter  said  this 
meant  they  “exploit  violence,  glorify 
excessive  drinking  and  condone 
dubious  moral  standards.” 

NBC,  which  now  must  respond  to 
CBS’  charges  through  the  association, 
said  in  a  statement  that  it  considers  the 
Tuesday  series,  which  airs;  at  8  p.m. 
EDT,  “appropriate  programming  for. 
that  time  period.”

SAN  FRANCISCO  -  On  stage  at  the 
cavernous  Cow  Palace,  Red  Nugent  is 
the  archetypal  punk  rocker.  He  earned 
his  spurs  10  years  ago,  playing  guitar 
with  Detroit’s  thunderous  Amboy 
Dukes,  and  the  assembly  lines  and 
rush-hour  freeway  traffic  still  run 
through  his  music.  Now  he  and  his 
band  are  trying  to  answer  the  musical 
question:  can  two  guitars,  a  bass,  a 
drum  and  a  mountain  of  equipment 
sound  like  a  demolition  derby? 

Punk  rock,  an  aspect  of  rock  ‘n’  roll 
music,  is  a  Friday  night  without 
homework,  a  torn-up  time  card,  a 
six-pack  of  beer.  It’s  the  posturing  of 
arena  groups  like  Kiss  and  Aerosmith, 
the  essence  of  cult  bands  like  the 
Ramones. 

“It’s  like  being  a  teen-ager  forever, 
just  hanging  out  with  lots  of 
frustrations,”  is  how  Legs  McNeil,  a 
19-year-old  writer  at  “Punk,”  a 
hand-lettered  New  York  fan  magazine, 
sees  it.  “Hippie  groups  had  all  these 
intense  messages.  We  don’t  have  any 
intense  messages.  We’re  just  here.” 

There  are  16,000  fans  at  the  Cow 
Palace  demanding  “More!”  Nugents 
lets  the  chant  build,  and  then  he  and 
rhythm  guitarist  Derek  St.  Holmes  spit 
out  the  encore,  “Motor  City 
Madhouse”":' 

“Whoa,  you’d  best  beware. 

“There’s  violence  in  the  air,  tonight. 

“Whoa,  wanderin’  round  the  stage. 

“Gonna  cause  a  mad  dog  rage,  heh, 
heh,  heh.” 

The  reverberated  words  are  hard  to 
catch,  but  the  effect  is  what  counts. 
Firecrackers  are  exploded.  Couples  line 
the  stage  like  iron  filings  along  a 
magnet.  Outside,  300  thwarted 
gatecrashers  face  off  against  100  police. 
In  other  words,  the  usual. 

Nugent  closes  the  proceedings  by 
jumping  off  a  stack  of  amplifiers  and 
cutting  loose  with  a  sustained 
psychotic-sounding  scream.  But, 
heading  for  the  dressing  room,  he  looks 
more  like  a  rabies  victim  than 
somebody  capable  of  causing  any  kind 
of  rage. 

It  is  30  minutes  before  he’s  ready  to 
explain  how  he  has  felt. 

“Wounded.  Exhausted.  The  ultimate. 
Drained.  Sweated  out.”  Now  his  voice 
sounds  as  cocky  as  his  music,  ‘“’ve 
completed  what  I  set  out  to  do  an  ho,  ^ ' 
before  —  to  do  myself  in.” 

Nugent  claims  not  to  use  alcohol  or 
drugs:  the  music  gets  him  high.  “It’s 
amazing,”  he  eiYthuses.  “Two  weeks 
ago,  we  did  a  gig  in  Dayton,  and  I 
passed  out  on  stage.  I  just  lay  there. 
But  I  came  back,  and  I  kept  going.” 

Such  is  Ted  Nugent’s  prime  on  life. 
At  27,  he’s  just  earned  a  gold  record 
for  his  “Ted  Nugent”  album.

'Nobody  for  President'  rally 
kicks  off  campaign  season 


SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  —  They  held  a  presidential 
campaign  rally  in  front  of  City  Hall  —  and  Nobody 
showed  up. 

But  that  was  fine  with  Wavy  Gravy  and  the  rest  of 
the  crowd  from  the  Nobody  for  President  campaign, 
who  kicked  off  a  national  tour  under  a  warm  October 
sun  in  Civic  Plaza  on  Tuesday. 

The  arrival  of  the  candidate  was  strategically  timed 
for  late  in  the  rally.  The  candidate’s  motorcade,  a 
battered  sportscar,  drove  across  the  sidewalk  with  a 
bunting-festooned  wooden  chair  mounted  on  the 
trunk. 

Nobody  was  sitting  in  it. 

Around  the  improvised  stage  were  hung  banners 
carrying  slogans  such  as  “Nobody  loves  the  poor,” 
“Nobody  will  end  war,”  and  “Nobody  will  lower 
your  taxes.” 

Gravy,  a  San  Francisco  Bay  area  counterculture 
hero  who  said  he’s  Nobody’s  Fool,  was  smeared  with 
white  clown  makeup  for  the  occasion.  He  told  the 
estimated  200  people  gathered  around  the  reflecting 
pool  that  Nobody  would  address  the  crowd. 

Then,  a  pair  of  plastic  windup  teeth  chattered  into 
the  microphone  in  response  to  questions  on  foreign 
and  domestic  issues. 

Gravy,  along  with  other  antiestablishment  figures 
of  the  1960s  .  and  early  ’70s,  ran  the  Hog  Farm 
commune  in  Sonoma  County  north  of  San  Francisco. 
The  group  became  known  for  a  variety  of  zany  antics 
centered  on  the  area’s  counterculture  lifestyle.

OXFORD,  Miss.  (AP)  -  Mississippi 
coaches  find  defensive  tackle  Mike 
Pittman  consistent,  talented  and 
aggressive.  The  Georgia  offense  found 
him  nothing  short  of  a  225-pound 
terror. 

Pittman,  whose  size  ranks  him  as  a 
lightweight  in  the  world  of  beefy 
defensive  linemen,  spent  much  of  the 
afternoon  in  the  Bulldog  backfield, 
sacking  the  quarterback  three  times 
and  forcing  a  fumble  that  led  to  a  key 
Rebel  touchdown  in  the  victory  over 
the  Bulldogs,  undefeated  and  ranked 
fourth  before  the  game. 

The  performance  earned  Pittman  The 
Associated  Press  National  Lineman  of 
the  Week  honor.  He  earlier  was  named 
the  Southeastern  Lineman  of  the  Week. 


was  taught  well  by  Orrin.  “I  learned  to 
stay  on  my  upper  body,  and  to  hit 
lower.  He  taught  me  a  lot  of 
quickness,”  he  says. 

Playing  offensive  center  is  a  tough 
position  to  play.  Chuck  says.  “You 
first  have  to  hike  the  ball  and  then 
block  your  opponent  and  keep  him 
away  from  the  ball.” 

One  of  the  toughest  nose  guards 
Chuck  faced  this  year  was  Theopolis 
Bryant  of  Kansas  State.  “He  kicked  me 
all  over  the  field.  He  was  real  quick  and 
strong  and  played  his  position  well,” 
commented  the  5-11,  221-pound 
senior. 

Football  is  a  big  part  of  Chuck’s  life. 
He  started  playing  football  when  he 
was  in  eighth  ^ade,  and  went  on  to 
play  at  Westminister  High  in  California. 
Chuck  admits  while  playing  both  tight 
end  and  defensive  end  for  his  high 
school,  it  was  more  fun  than  work. 
Now  he  says  it’s  a  lot  of  hard  work. 

Like  most  football  players  Chuck  has 
thought  about  playing  professional 
football,  but  he  feels  his  physical  size  is 
too  small  to  be  considered  by  the  pros. 

Coach  LaVell  Edwards  commented 
on  the  senior’s  size,  “Chuck  is  doing  an 
excellent  job  for  us  this  year.  He  lacks 
physical  size  but  makes  up  for  the 
difference  with  his  tenacity,  and  his 
overall  athletic  ability  and  quickness.” 

Chuck  feels  there  are  many  reasons 
for  the  Cougars’  offensive  success  this 
year,  and  one  of  those  is  good 
coaching.  “Coach  iScovilli  has  added 
some  new  plays.  One  of  these  plays  was 
the  successful  “Sudden  Death  Play” 
against  Arizona  in  the  last  three 
seconds  for  the  winning  touchdown,” 
he  says.  “With  his  professional  football 
background,  we  get  a  lot  of  new  and 
different  plays  each  week  to  keep 
teams  from  keying  on  us. 

“One  of  the  keys  for  having  an 


attacking  offense  this  year  is  the 
number  of  quality  running  backs  we 
have,”  Chuck  said.  In  the  past  the 
Cougars  could  only  depend  on  a  couple 
of  backs.  This  year  there  are  Roger 
Gourley  and  Dave  Lowty  to  back  up 
Jeff  Blanc  in  case  of  injuries.  “The 
running  backs  this  year  have  intensity 
to  keep  the  ball  moving,”  Carlson  says. 

The  senior  will  graduate  in  business 
management  in  August  and  plans  to 
relax  for  a  while.  He  hopes  to  get  a  job 
as  an  assistant  manager  in  a  large  food 
chain  store. 

Five  years  ago  at  a  ward  party  in 
California,  Chuck  met  Anna  Ws  wife, 
and  they  have  never  stopped  dating. 

When  Anna  and  Chuck  were  married 
a  year  and  a  half  ago,  she  thought  it 
would  be  exciting  to  be  married  to  a 
football  player,  but  not  as  lonely  as  it 
has  turned  out  to  be.  “Chuck  is  gone  a 
lot  and  does  a  lot  of  work,  but  he 
needs  me  to  feed  him  during  the 
football  season,”  Anna  says. 

When  Chuck  isn’t  eating  and  sleeping 
football,  he  and  Anna  find  time  to  go 
fishing.  He  loves  to  fish  at  least  six 
months  out  of  the  year  and  finds  Utah 
one  of  the  best  places  to  fish.  “There  is 
nothing  like  a  fish  tugging  at  the  end  of 
a  line,”  he  smiles.  The  Carlsons  enjoy 
fishing  so  much,  they  have  32  trout  in 
the  freezer  to  hold  them  through 
football  season. 

Chuck  played  on  the  1974  Fiesta 
Bowl  team  and  sweet  memories  of  that 
year  are  still  with  him.  “We  want  to  go 
to  the  Fiesta  Bowl.  A  lot  of  the  team 
members  who  played  on  the  team 
remember  the  good  time  we  had  and 
are  looking  forward  to  returning  this 
year,”  he  says. 

After  last  week’s  loss  to  Wyoming, 
Chuck  still  likes  the  Cougars’  chances 
of  winning  the  WAC  championship.  “A 
lot  of  things  can  happen.  We’re  still  in 


the  fight  for  the  championship,”  Chuck 
says.  “This  loss  could  humble  us  to  the 
point  of  coming  back  and  winning  all 
of  our  games. 

“We  have  to  feel  good  about  the 
team,”  Chuck  commented.  “A  little 
luck,  like  at  Arizona,  and  some  good 
solid  football,  and  we’ll  be  in  Tempe 
on  Christmas.”

CINCINNATI  (AP)  -  A  Cincinnati 
city  council  member  lamented  that 
there  probably  should  have  been  an 
organized  program  at  the  city’s 
Fountain  Square  Plaza  to  celebrate  the 
Cincinnati  Red’s  National  League 
Pennant  victory  over  Philadelphia. 

Instead,  there  was  disorder  and 
violence.

Cincinnati  General  Hospital  said 
James  Lee,  19,  Cincinnati,  was  in 
serious  condition  with  a  gunshot 
wound  to  the  face.  The  second 
shooting  victim  was  identified  as  James 
Woods,  18,  also  of  Cincinnati,  who  was 
shot  in  the  stomach. 

Police  unsuccessfully  searched  the 
downtown  crowd  —  estimated  at 
10,000  -  for  a  boy  who  was  believed 
to  have  shot  the  two. 

Police  Lt.  Col.  John  McLaughlin  said 
the  shooting  incident  grew  out  of  a 
number  of  “bumping  incidents.” 

“A  boy  about  13  pulled  a  gun  and 
shot  another  boy  in  the  stomach,  then 
ran.  The  shooting  victim’s  companion 
gave  chase  and  was  shot  in  the  mouth,” 
said  McLaughlin. 

Police  said  incidents  began  to  occur 
late  in  the  evening  as  young  people 
began  congregating  at  the  square.  Older 
celebrants,  mainly  those  who  attended 
the  game,  left  the  scene  early  in  the 
evening. 

Officers  cleared  the  square  around 
midnight  as  incidents  continued.  Police 
said  arrests  had  reached  70  shortly 
after  midnight. 

The  city  had  announced  earlier  there 
would  be  no  official  celebration  after 
the  game  but  1,100  police  were 
assigned  to  the  downtown  area. 

“I  guess  we  should  have  had  an 
organized  program,”  said  Cincinnati 
City  Councilman  James  Cissell.  “At 
least  the  crowd  would  be  occupied 
instead  of  just  milling  around  and 
drinking  beer.”
